AMERICAN TOYS FOR AMERICAN 


BOYS 


Flans are being discussed in Ger- 


many looking to a resumption of her 
toy export trade. The Schreibwaren 
Handel of Berlin expresses its belief 
that while sentiment may be a great 
factor in America inimical to the con- 
sumption of German toys, this is not 
looked upon as a permanently restric- 
tive agency in marketing German 
toys in the United States. Germany s 
chief fear is caused by.Japanese com- 
petition in the toy trade, which, since 
the outbreak of the Europeari-war has 
exhibited formidable development. 


'Not only is Germany uneasy at the 
prospect of competition with Japan 
for the American toy market.' but 
American toy manufacturers them- 
selves are considerably jipset about 
it, for the Japanese sales of toys m 
this country, are increasing at. a rate 
calculated to justify suet.uneasiness. 
The toy schedule has .been subject to

toy imports aggregated ?9,000,000 in 
value, of which nearly 9» per cent, 
came from Germany, and ?407,000 
worth from Japan. 
The fiscal.years 


1917 and 1918 were full war-.years, 
with near-free-trade, and Germany 
and Austria absolutely cut off from 
the market. Yet,-for the former we 
imported ?1,442,000, and for the latter, 
$2,000,000 worth of toys,'of • which 
about 85 per 'cent; came froni Japan. 


-These figures are taken from tha 


Department of Commerce reports, and 
to the Christmas shoppers who saw 
the huge stocks of toys in every store 
last December, which ."were marked 
"Made in Japan", it would seem as if 
the official statistics were suspiciously 
conservative. 
In some shops 
the 


shelves were glutted with Japanese 
toys of the cheapest and most infe- 
rior workmanship, chiefly of paper 
and wood, stuck together, which sug- 
gests that they might have been 
camouflaged by the department as 
manufactures of paper, or wood, rath- 
er than as toys. The toys themselves 
hung together about as long as a 
campaign promise. 
It is repugnant to the American/ 


mind to see a child playing with Ger- 
man toys, but time will weaken this 
feeling. 
The parent who buys the 


Jap toy is paying a small price for 
an inferior article which displaces an 
American product. 
To the highly 


impressionable mind of the child the 
suggestion oft repeated that he is en- 
tertained by toys "Made in America" 
cannot fail to strengthen his Ameri- 
canism. 
It would be beneficial to 


place such a duty on toys in the next 
tariff law as will relieve German man- 
ufacturers of the anxiety they now 
have with respect to competing with 
Japan for the America market, and 
will also assure the new American 
toy industries that they will have 
nothing to fear from cither German 
or Japanese competition. 
In other 


•words, such duty rates as will re 
strict all foreign competition in toys.

PLAGUE MADE DIRE RECORD 


Reasonable Grounds far' Estimating 


That Influenza Hat Cost the Lives 


of Six Million Persons. 


Though estimates of deaths over the 


whole world from any single epidemic 
are very difficult to form, there seem 
to be reasonable grounds for believing 
that some €,000,000 persons have per- 
ished of influenza and pn'euinonia dur- 
ing the last comparatively few weeks. 
Business has been interfered with by 
the epidemic In-every country In the 
world, and enormous losses both In 
earning power and In trade have been 
suffered. The cost of the "influenza 
war" cannot be reckoned, but that It Is 
colossal does not admit of doubt 


This plague, then, generally regarded 


with'equanimity, is, It. would seem', five 
times' more-deadly than war. It has 
heen estimated that the war caused the 
death';Sf 20,000,000 persons In'&iir' and 
one-half years, writes a' phyilclan. in 
the London Times. In the'same-'pe- 
riod at Its epidemic rate Influenza 
would have killed 108,000,000. . The 
Ylslts of the raiding Gothas to Lon- 
don were bnt as a summer shower 
compared with the deluge of germs 
which we have Just received. T*e air 
raids coet London some hnndredi of 
lives; the Influence has cost It up- 
wards of 10,000. 


Kever »lnce the black death has such 


a plsgue swept .over the face of. the 
world; never, perhaps, has a plague 
been more stoically accepted. TQ In- 
dia alone over 8,000,000 deaths oc- 
curred. Bombay hsd 16,000 of these; 
Delhi, with a population of 200.000, had 
800-deaths a day. The Punjab lo«t 
250,000 persons. South Africa suffered 
no less severely. Tn Gape Town 2,000 
children were left destitute as a re- 
salt of/the 'disease, while''the piagve 
•wept through" the native areas like 
lire. The commonwealth of Australia 
sent a ship to Samoa with help because 
the dlseaie, was affecting 80 per cent 
ef the natives.; The white population 
.were only able.to feed'th« living'and 
bnry the dead, 'in New Zealand public 
services were stopped andf-business 
gravely disorganized. The ravages In 
•America have been appalling, nor his 
Canada escaped, 'in Ontario and the 
western provinces no fewer than 103 
doctors died of the epidemic, while the 
total'death rate In Ontario alone was 
5,000 up to November. A large, num- 
ber of American Indians have perished. 
Europe ns a whole has suffered In the 
same wny. In Spain the epidemic was 
described as "truly awful." In Bar- 
celona the death rate was credibly 
atated to be 1,200 dally. France has 
had her share, likewise Germany and 
Austria. 
i 


Few Presjdenta Rich. 


The Roosevelt fortune was different, 


moreover, in being mainly an Inherited 
fortune. Its possessor may have added 
to It In his lifetime, but as in the 
case of other presidents,' most of his 
personal earnings In a period of forty 
Tears of public life were .absorbed In 
the'support of his fnmlly. 
No other 


president has ever enjoyed such ad- 
vantages of remunerative publicity as 
Mr. Roosevelt, and besides his salary 
from official positions his Income from 
his hocks and from editorial 
work 


must have been large. 
Yet It Is a 


fair Inference that If these hsd been 
tae sole sources of his support he 
would have died a poor man, as Cleve- 
l»nd did, and most of their predeces- 
wrs In the White House, 


This has beea the common financial 


'*te of presidents, and the example 
ot Mr. Roosevelt probably merely 
Proved the rule that the office, of pre* 
'•lent Is not economically productive In 
atty logical proportion to Its exalted 
«-ate and onerous political'qualifica- 
tions.

'"The chief effort of the Red Cross 


during the war has been to care for 
our men In service and to aid our 
army aud navy wherever the Red 
Crosa may be called on to assist Aa 
to this phase of the work Surgeon Gen- 
eral Irela'nd of the U. S. Army recent- 
ly said: The Red Cross has been an 
enterprise as vast as the war Itself. 
From the beginning it has done those 
things which the Army Medical Corps 
wanted done, bnt could not do Itself.' 


"The Red Cross endeavor In France 


has naturally been upon an exception- 
ally large scale where service has 
been rendered to Urfe American Army 
and to the -French Army and the 
French people as welt, the latter par- 
ticularly during tha trying . period 
when the Allied World was waiting 
for the American Anny to arise In 
force and power. Hospital emergency 
service for our army !n France has 
greatly diminished, but the Red Cross 
ta »U11 .being called Bpon for gerrlce 
upo» a larg*' scale In the great bas« 
hosplt«l«, where thousands of Amerl- 
c*n sick and wonnded are still receiv- 
ing atttntioa. At these hospitals the 
R»<! Cro«« supplies huts and facilities 
for (hi amusement and recreation of 
the men aa they become convalescent 
Onr Army of Occupation In Germany 
was followed with Medical units pre- 
pared to render the same emergency 
atd and supply service which was tha 
primary business of the Red Cross 
during hostilities. The Army Canteen 
service nlonfr the lines of travel has 


actually Incrc.i&d since the armistice. 


"As for work among the French peo- 


ple, now that hostilities have censed, 
the French themselves naturally.pre^ 
fer as far ns possible to provide for 
their own. .It has accordingly been de-

France:was'lnltlatcd by a commission 
of eighteen men who landed on French 
shores June IS, 1017.

was signed. Anrfndlcallon of the pres- 
ent scale of the work will be obtained 
from the fact that the services of 0 000 
persons are still required. 


"Our American Kxpedlllonory Force 


having largely evacuated England, the 
activities of the Ked Cross Commis- 
sion there are naturally upon n dimin- 
ishing scale purtoi!. Active operations 
are still In progress In Archangel and 
Siberia. 


•The work In Italy has been almost 


entirely on behalf of the civilian pop- 
ulation of that country. In the critical 
hours of Italy's struggle the American 
people, through their Ued Cross," sent 
a practical message of sympathy and 
relief, for which the government and 
people of Italy have never ceased to 
exprcjs their grntllucle. 
Supplies and Personnel to Near East. 


"The occasion for 'such concentra- 


tion of effort In Italy, England, Bel- 
glum and even In France having natur- 
ally nnd normally diminished, it has 
been possible to dlrcrt supplies and 
personnel In large measure to the aid 
of those people In the Near East who 
have hitherto been Inaccessible to out- 
side assistance, but whose sufferings 
have.been upon an appalling scale. 
The needs of these peoples are so vast 
that government alone can meet them, 
but the American Rod Cross Is making 
an effort to relieve Immediately the 
more acute distress. . 


"An extensive group of American 


workers has been dispatched to carry 
vitally needed supplies, and to work 
this winter In the various Balkan coun- 
tries. In order to co-ordinate their ac- 
tivities, a' Balkan commission has been 
established,

Red Crete Will Continue. 


"R*d Cross effort la thus far fiung. 


(It will continue to be so. But the 
movement 'represented by 'this' work 
has likewise assumed an Intimate place 
In the dally life of our people at home. 
The'army of workers which has been 
recrutted and trained during the; .war 
must not be demobilized^ All our ex- 
perience In-the war shows clearly that 
there' Is an unlimited field for service 
of the kind which can be'performed 
with peculiar effectiveness by the'Red 
Cross, What Its future tasks may be 
It is yet Impossible to forecast 
We 


know that so long as there Is an Amer- 
icas array In the fleld the Ked Croes 
will have a special function to perform. 


"Nothing could be of greater Impor- 


tance to the American Red Cross thaa 
the plan's Just'set in"motion-by the five 
great Red Crott societies of the world 
to develop a program of extended ac- 
tivities In the interest of humanity. 
The conception lavolvee not alone ef- 
forts to relieve human suffering, but 
to prevent It; not alone a movement 
by the people of an Individual nation, 
hut ae attempt to arouse all people to 
» tense of their responsibility for the 
welfare'of their fellow beings 'through- 
out the world. It Is a program,both 
Ideal and practical. Ideal In that Its 
supreme aim is nothing less than ver- 
itable "Peace on earth good will to 
men," and practical in that It seeks to 
take means and measures which are 
actually available and make them ef- 
fective In meeting without delay the 
crisis which Is dally recurrent In the 
' lives of all peoples. 


"For accomplishing Its mission In 


the years of peace which must lie 
ahead of us the Red Cross will require 
the ablest possible leadership, nnd 
must enjoy the continued support, sym- 
pathy,' and participation In its work 
of the whole American people. It la 
particularly fortunate that such a man 
as Dr. Livingston Farrand should have 
been selected as the permanent head 
of the organization. 
The unstinted 


fashion In which all our people gave 
of themselves throughout the war Is 
the best assurance that our Hed Cross 
will continne to receive that co-opera-' 
lion which will make Its work a source 
of pride and Inspiration to every Amer- 
ican." 


Mr. Davlson, as chairman of the In- 


ternational Commission of the Ameri- 
can Red Cross, has undertaken to rep- 
resent the American Red Cross in the 
preparation of the program for extend- 
ed Red Cross activities, and will spend 
the next several months In Enrope In 
consultation with other Hed Cross soci- 
eties for that purpose.

FOUR GREAT NAIWAGANSETT 


SACHEMS 


The Nnvragansclts were strictly a 


Rhode Island tribe and have a high 
claim to our consideration. They, as 
well as the Wampanoags, and more 
effectually thiin the latter, protected 
and befriended the founders of our 
State, making them land grants which 


• - constitute a large part of our domain. 


They had not a trio of sachems, like 
tho Wampanoags, but n quartette, 
each of whom we propose to briclly 
notice in the order of their respec- 
tive regions. They were, too, at that 
time, when our State was founded, 
thn ruling tribe in this region, the 
Wampanoags having lost their su- 
premacy in consequence of a pervad- 
ing epidemic that had depopulated 
their country and left them'too weak 
to encounter the forces of their more 
fortunate neighbor. 


Canonicus 


V 
The first of the Narraganselt chiefs 


of whom we have any knowledge, 
though 
bluff at the outset, acted, 


like Massa'soit, a most friendly part 
towards the settlers. After sending 
to.the Pilgrims, in 1622, a bundle'of 
arrows tied with a snake 'skin and 
receiving -back the skin filled with 
powder and ball, he adopted a pacific 
policy and observed his treaty obliga- 
tions to .the hist. Like Slassasoit, too, 
he arrived at a good old age, and de- 
scended to the abode of his fathers by

1'essicus or Mausup 


The third of the Narragansett sa- 


chems cam-s into office on the capture 
and death of Hiantinomo in 1043, and 
was a brother of that unfortunate 
prince. , He was known during his 
early reign as Pessicus or llausup, 
and at a late period he was often 
called Canonicus. From the death of 
hi* aged undo ih'June, 1647, until his 
own death in June. 1675, he represent- 
ed the highest authority oi the Narva- 
gansctt tribe. Though the occasions 
of his promotions were the death of 
his' brother and the' decease of his 
uncle, he seems to have merited the 
confidence reposed in him, wisely ad- 
ministering.the uffairs of his govern- 
ment for, twenty-eight consecutive 
years of trouble and turmoil. Ample 
testimony is borne to his character as 
a rul'!r and judge. • But'we shall limit 
ourselves to .one statement showing 
that he entertained sentiments, on 
one point, at least, in advance of his 
time. In December, lC65,'this Narra* 
gansett sachem pr9sented a strong.pe- 
tition to the Uoyal Commissioners, 
ontrenting them "to pray King Charles 
that no strong 
liquors might be 


brought into his country, for Tie .had

The fourth and last great sachem 


of the Narragansetts was the son of 
Hiantinprno, the second sachem. Em- 
inent writers, including Washington 
Irving, have dwelt in glowing terms' 
on the last great sachem, of the Wam- 
panoags. Without disparaging Philip 
of Fokanoket, or rather while paying 
him marked honor, we venture the 
opinion that Canonchet, the son of 
Miantinomo. exhibited'during his brief 
but eventful-career, a type of char- 
acter quite as worthy the bard and 
the historian. In turning to the brief 
record of his Hfe, we are reminded of 
men whose embalmed memories have 
been handed down through'n- score of 
centuries. 
His reply, in November, 


1675, to the demand made upon,him 
by the United Colonies to deliver up 
Philip's Indians who had fled to him 
with their women and children for his 
protection, shows the' spirit of the 
man.- "Not a Wampanoag," said he, 
"nor the paring of a Wampanoag's 
nail, shall be' delivered up." 
This 


reply was1 sufficiently explicit., The 
colonies 'caught its meaning vand 
pressed forward their warlike prep- 
arations. 
Hence resulted the great 


Swamp fight on the 19th of Decem- 
ber following. Canonchet was there 
r.r.d 
fought heroically, but, taken by 


surprise, and overpowered by fire anil 
sword, he was compelled to flee. Tak- 
ing refuge in. the northwest, he re- 
turned in the following month of 
March to Seekonk, near Pawtucket, 
where he succeeded in enticing into, 
an ambush and cutting off Captain 
Perise, with a force of fifty English 
and twenty Indians. Nine days there- 
after he was himself captured by 
men of his own race, near the. same 
>lace. Being questioned by a young 
?nr;lishmar. who came up while he 
was under his Indian guards and ca'p- 
:ors,. he 
contemptuously 
replied: 


•You.,much child! 
No understand 


matters of war. . Let your brother or 
chief come; him I will answer." 


He scorned the idea of saying his 


:ife 
by the submission of his .tribe. 


He was'taken to Stonington, tried by 
council of war, and sentenced to be 
shot. 
When informed of his doom, 


he replied: "I like it well; 
I shall 


die before my heart is soft or I have 
said anything unworthy of myself.". 
Such a response could come only from 
a man who has nobility of soul, lof- 
tiness of spirit and dignity of action. 
By order of 'the council of war, Pe- 
quots shot Canonchet, Mohegans cut 
off his head and quartered him, and 
Niantics. a diminutive tribe that had, 
under Ninigret, broken away from 
Narragnnsctt rule, buried his body 
and sent his head as a token of love 
and loyalty, to the commissioners of. 
Hartford. This whole transaction, as 
well as the death sentence executed 
on Minantiriomo nearly thirty-three 
years before, bears on its face the 
clearly marked policy o£-the United 
Colonies, which was to pit Indian 
against Indian, and so make them 
the instruments, of each other's do 
stfUction as to effect the extermina- 
tion of their race from the land. This 
policy, which is more Jewish than 
Christian, and rather devilish than 
divine, standing in strong contrast 
with the peaceful and frank mode of 
dealing with the Indians adopted by 
Roger Williams and his coadjutors, 
the United Colonies, colonies carried 
out by marching, in violation of char- 
tered rights, on Rhode Island soil.' 
Canonchet, the last of the great Nar- 
ragansett chiefs, and the most effi-
